The general level of wholesale prices last month was, 
on the average, 1-1 per cent. lower than in April, the 
index numbers for the two months being 1020 and 
1031, respectively ; food prices were at about the same 
evel in the two months, but a decline of 1°6 per cent. 
yas recorded for industrial materials and manufac- 
tyres. ‘The decline in May continued the almost un- 
proken fall in prices since July 1937. Compared with 
year earlier the general index for May showed a fall 
of about 8 per cent., food prices having declined by 
jj per cent. and prices of industrial materials and 
manufactures by 11 per cent. 


The re-grouping of the industrial items (except fuel) 
aecording to the stage of completion which the products 
have reached into basic materials, intermediate 
products and manufactured articles showed, in com- 
parison with the preceding month, declines for the 
three groups of 3°5, 0-4 and 0°7 per cent., respectively; 
ompared with a year earlier there were falls of about 
31, 54 and 14 per cent. Prices of building materials 
yere rather lower last month, the index being about 
the same as a year earlier. 

There were declines both in food prices and prices 
of industrial materials and manufactures in each week 
of May except the second; the largest decrease for the 
food group occurred in the fourth week and for the 
industrial group in the first week, the latter being due 
to the introduction of summer prices for coal.

Food and Tobacco.—The index number for cereals 
thowed a fall in May, as compared with April, of about 
4 per cent., this decrease following declines in Feb- 
tuaty, March and April of about 2, 5 and 3 per cent., 
‘spectively. Substantial falls were shown in the 
bees of imported wheat and home-grown barley, and

also for straight-run flour; the ‘‘ Gazette average ”’ 
for English wheat, however, showed a rise of about 
34 per cent. Maize was about 34 to 4 per cent. dearer 
and rice 3 per cent. cheaper. Home-grown and im- 
ported beef and mutton prices were generally lower 
than in April, but an exception was New Zealand lamb, 
which rose in price by about 8 per cent. Bacon prices 
were lower by about 24 to 4 per cent., and there was 
a seasonal decline (6 per cent.) in the price of pork. 
Seasonal increases, amounting to about 13 and 11 per 
cent., respectively, were recorded for English and 
Danish eggs. ‘The average price for wet fish (cod, 
haddock and plaice) was about 8 per cent. below that 
for April, but herring were dearer. Among other 
foods there was a seasonal decrease in the contract 
price of milk (19 per cent.). Butter was about 5 per 
cent. dearer, the rises for the various descriptions 
varying from 4} per cent. for Danish to 64 per cent. for 
New Zealand. Cheese also rose in price, English by 
about 5} per cent. and New Zealand by one per cent. 
There were seasonal increases for tomatoes and 
oranges, while onions, after showing considerable price 
reductions in the three months February to April, 
became much dearer in May. The drought caused a 
sharp rise in the price of potatoes. Sugar prices were 
practically unchanged, but the average of tea prices in 
May showed a rise of nearly 6 per cent. as compared 
with April, due entirely to the effect of the increase 
from 27 April of 2d. per lb. in the duty. Coffee was 
cheaper and there was a heavy fall (14 per cent.) in 
the price of cocoa. The index for the other food and 
tobacco group (101°7) was the highest since March 
1932. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—Six of the 
eight groups showed declines in prices in May as com- 
pared with April, the largest decrease (54 per cent.) 
being for coal. The falls for non-ferrous metals, cotton 
and the miscellaneous group amounted to about 34, 3 
and 23 per cent., respectively; other changes were in- 
significant. Seasonal declines were shown in the prices 
of household coal, Lancashire and Yorkshire best 
quality cheapening by 1s. 8d. (6 per cent.) and 1s. 6d. 
(54 per cent.) per ton, respectively, and Nottingham 
best brights and small nuts each by 3s. 6d. per ton 
(15 and 16% per cent., respectively). The price of 
Durham gas coal was lower by 9d. per ton (34 per 
cent.) and the average of Fifeshire steam coal prices 
showed a reduction of about 2 per cent. The only 
change in iron and steel quotations in May was a reduc- 
tion of 35s. per ton (10 per cent.) in the quotation for 
black plates. Copper, lead, tin and zine prices were 
all lower on the average in May than in April, the 
index for the non-ferrous metals group showing a 
fall of about 28 per cent. as compared with a year 
earlier. The price of cotton continued to fall, the 
average for American middling in May being about 44 
per cent. lower than that for April and the fall for 
Egyptian being nearly 6 per cent. Yarns and cloths 
were also cheaper. The index for the cotton group 
(82:7) was the lowest since December 1933. The index 
for the wool group was substantially the same as in 
the preceding two months; changes were slight, wool 
prices showing a slightly firmer tendency. Among 
other textiles linen yarns and hemp were rather 
cheaper and jute slightly dearer. In the chemicals and 
oils group the price of soya oil advanced £1 per ton 
(4 per cent.) at the beginning of the month and palm 
kernel oil cheapened by 10s. per ton (24 per cent.) in 
the last week; white lead paint was reduced in price 
by £1 per ton in the first week and by a similar amount 
in the last week (aggregate 3 per cent.). The duty on 
motor spirit was increased by 1d. per gallon on 
26 April, but there was a reduction in price of 4d. per 
gallon in the second week of May. Among the miscel- 
laneous items, prices of wood pulp, both chemical and 
mechanical, have declined in each month since Novem- 
ber, and last month the falls ranged from 7 to 18 per

ANGLO-TURKISH GUARANTEE AGREEMENT 


The Export Credits Guarantee Department has 
agreed to give guarantees in connection with the 
export to Turkey of goods manufactured in the United 
Kingdom up to a total of £10 million. 


The Agreement was signed on 27 May 1938 and its 
text is reproduced on page 805. Under its provisions 
orders will be placed with manufacturers in the United 
Kingdom up to a total of £10 million by 31 December 
1940. The orders will be distributed over a wide 
range of goods and will give employment in very varied 
industries. 

It is a condition of the Agreement that the goods 
shall not be munitions of war, and that at least 50 per 
cent. of the sale price of the goods shall represent 
expenditure in respect of materials grown or produced 
or work done in the United Kingdom. In approved 
cases—subject to the limitations of the Export 
Guarantee Act—the Department will consider giving 
guarantees covering a limited proportion of expendi- 
ture on works or services outside the United Kingdom, 
provided that all Turkish currency purchased for the 
purposes of the contract is obtained through the 
Clearing. 

The Export Credits Guarantee Department has 
made arrangements whereby the United Kingdom 
manufacturer will be able to obtain prompt payment. 
As soon as payments become due on contracts to which 
the Agreement applies the Department will endorse 
and thereby guarantee Treasury Bills of the Turkish 
Government to the amount required. These bills will 
carry interest at 5} per cent. per annum. From the 
proceeds of their sale sums equivalent to the face value 
of the guaranteed bills will be paid into a special 
account at the Ottoman Bank and utilised solely for 
payments to United Kingdom manufacturers for the 
goods exported to Turkey. 


The Agreement contains a certain number of pro- 
visions which will be particularly appreciated by 
United Kingdom traders as they are specially designed 
to protect their interests. Thus provision is made to 
ensure that so far as possible the goods are inspected in 
this country; that British consulting engineers advise 
on the various schemes, in order to adapt Turkish 
requirements to British practice; that arbitration on 
satisfactory lines is a condition of each contract; and 
so on. Provision is also made for the use of British 
ships to carry these goods to Turkey and for insurance 
to be placed with institutions in the United Kingdom. 
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A company to be known as Anglo-Turkish Commojj, 
ties, Limited, will be established with offices in 
London, exclusively for the sale in the British Empir 
and in certain foreign countries of commodities py. 
duced in Turkey, and an undertaking has been giye, 
by the Turkish Government that sufficient quantitic 
of these products will be forthcoming to enable th. 
proceeds of their sale to meet the financial requir. 
ments of this Agreement. Incidentally, the new eon. 
pany will take over the obligations of the Anglo. 
Turkish Comptoir in regard to the payments due jy 
respect of the contract for iron and steel plant noy 
being erected at Karabuk, which the Departmey 
guaranteed.

The following extract from the Manchurian pres 
purports to be an official explanation : — 


**]. Control of the buying abroad of Manchoukuo yua! 
exchange has been moderated in order to ensure the smooth 
inflow of foreign funds into the country. At the same 
time, control of the buying of yuan exchange in foreign 
States, which are earmarked for Manchoukuo, including 
the Kwantung Leased Territory, has been moderated. In 
consequence, transactions in yuan exchange abroad will be 
free in principle. No licence is necessary for the buying 
yuan exchange abroad for buying back bills issued from 
Manchoukuo. 

‘2. Restrictions have newly been imposed upon the dis 
posal of foreign bonds, securities and assets held abroad by 
Manchoukuo nationals and also upon the acquisition 
assets abroad by them. In other words, the acquisitio 
abroad of real estate, shipping, mining interests, deforesté 
tion rights or industrial ownership rights has been sub 
jected to restriction. 

‘3. Credits and mortgages to be offered to persons 
siding abroad are to be restricted. : 

‘4. In the past licences have been unnecessary for # 
imports not accompanied by bills of exchange, letters ” 
credit for the settlement of import accounts, bills of & 
change for purchases and payments by instruction provid 
the prices of the commodities involved were 1,000 yuan 
less.

For 
sample, even persons living in Manchoukuo need not 
jbtain licences from the Manchoukuo Government regard- 
ig exchange transactions occurring in the Kwantung 
ferritory provided they obtain licences from the Kwantung 
Bureau. 

“Further, if licences are obtained either from the Man- 
houkuo Government or the Kwantung Bureau, imports can 
iy landed freely in Manchoukuo or the Kwantung Leased 
lerritory without obtaining licences from both authorities.’’

REPORT OF TEST ON MORGAN PLANT 


A Report* published by the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research gives the results of a test by the 
Director of Fuel Research on the Morgan Rotary Retort 
installed at Rodridge Hall, near Wingate, County Durham, 


The test was carried out under powers conferred by the 
Government, whereby the Department may test low. 
temperature carbonisation plant at the public expense, 
subject to certain conditions. The object of these tests js 
to place in the hands of those interested accurate technical 
data on the quality and quantity of the yields, the through. 
put of the plant, the working temperatures, etc., and the 
general ease of working. 


The plant is of intermediate-scale size, and deals with a 
throughput of about 4-6 tons of coal per day. Although not 
intended for commercial operation, it is considered to be 
large enough to yield data capable of being interpreted 
directly in terms of a commercial-scale unit treating about 
30 tons per day. 


The object of the process is stated by the inventor (Mr. 
J.S. Morgan) to be the production of low-temperature coke, 
primary tars, and a gas of high calorific value. It is not 
intended to market the coke for domestic purposes, but to 
use it (either on chain grate stokers or in pulverised form) 
for steam raising, or for other industrial purposes. Simi- 
larly, the gas would also probably find industrial outlets. 


Following a detailed account of the design and operation 
of the plant, the Report describes the arrangements made 
for measuring and sampling the raw materials and pro- 
ducts, and for conducting the test. Each product was sub- 
jected to a detailed examination, the results of which are 
given, and the Report concludes with some general observa- 
tions on the operation of the plant and of difficulties en- 
countered during the test; the latter were mostly of a 
minor character.

CYPRUS 
CROP REPORT 


Weather conditions were unsettled during April, but the 
rainfall was very beneficial to all field crops and particularly 
to wheat and cumin. Wheat production, except in parts of 
the central plain, should be very good. Barley production 
and quality are fair. The condition of the oats crop is good 
and a fair harvest is anticipated. Potato development is 
somewhat retarded, but conditions are satisfactory and a 
good crop is expected. It is estimated that there is an 
increased acreage planted to onions this year. 

Owing to lack of moisture in the soil the area of dry 
cotton will be restricted. The flax crop is approaching 
maturity; fibre production will be rather poor, but linseed 
production is expected to be good. The spring rains im- 
proved conditions for cumin and the plants are approaching 
maturity under more satisfactory conditions. 

The orange season is approaching its end; the general 
condition of the groves is good. All deciduous fruit have 
suffered from the variable weather conditions and strong 
winds. Carob production is much smaller than last year 
and there is an increased demand. 

The condition of olive trees is very good; there are plenti- 
ful stocks of olive oil, and black olives are good. Trans- 
planting of mature tobacco seedlings has been in full 
progress. The cold weather retarded the sprouting of vine, 
and on the hills the new growth started only towards the 
end of April.—Government of Cyprus Information Office in 
London,

UNITED KINGDOM—TURKEY 


AGREEMENT WITH THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE TURKISH REPUBLIC RELATING TO 
GUARANTEES IN CONNECTION WITH THE 
EXPORT TO TURKEY OF GOODS 
MANUFACTURED IN THE UNITED KINGDOM 


An Agreement made between F. H. Nixon, Esq., C.B., 
General Manager of the Export Credits Guarantee Depart- 
ment (hereinafter called ‘‘the Department’’) duly 
authorised in that behalf by the President of the Board of 
Trade and His Excellency Bay Fethi Okyar, Ambassador 
Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary of the Turkish Republic 
in London, and Bay Muammer Eris, Director General of 
the Is Bankasi, duly authorised in that behalf by the 
Government of the Turkish Republic (hereinafter called 
‘‘the Turkish Government’’) with regard to the giving of 
guarantees by the Department up to a total of £10 million 
in connection with the export to Turkey of goods manufac- 
tured in the United Kingdom, whereby it is agreed as 
follows :— 


Part I.—TECHNICAL 
ARTICLE 1 


This Agreement shall only apply to contracts made not 
later than 31 December 1940 (or to contracts the aggregate 
value of which shall not exceed £14 millions made not later 
than 31 December 1941, if brief particulars of such intended 
contracts shall have been furnished to the Department by 
the Turkish Government before 31 December 1940), be- 
tween a purchaser in Turkey (hereinafter called ‘‘ the Pur- 
chaser ’’) and a person, firm or company carrying on busi- 
ness in the United Kingdom (hereinafter called ‘‘ the Con- 
tractor’’) for the sale by the Contractor to the Purchaser 
of goods which comply with the provisions of this Part of 
this Agreement. 
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Commercial Treaties and Arrangements—Continued 
UNITED KINGDOM—TURKEY— Continued 
ARTICLE 2 


The Turkish Ministry of National Economy or such other 
body as the Turkish Government may appoint to co-ordinate 
the placing of orders shall at an early date transmit to the 
Department a copy of the programme of orders, and shall 
notify the Department of any proposed modification of this 
programme at the earliest opportunity. This Agreement 
shall not apply to any contract which has not received the 
specific approval of the Ministry prior to the making 
thereof. 


ARTICLE 3 


The goods shall not be munitions of war and they shall be 
wholly or mainly manufactured in the United Kingdom, 
that is to say at least 50 per cent. of the sale price of the 
goods shall be derived from expenditure in respect of 
materials grown or produced or work done in the United 
Kingdom. As soon as any contract is entered into a copy of 
it shall be sent by the Turkish Ministry of National 
Economy or such other authority as the Turkish Govern- 
ment may appoint under Article 2 of this Part of this 
Agreement to the Department together with a certificate in 
the form attached ‘‘ A’’ signed by the Contractor or by a 
person duly authorised by him. The contract shall require 
the Contractor to furnish to the Department from time to 
time as the Department shall direct a certificate in the 
form attached ‘‘B’’ and if the Department so desire 
corroborative evidence. 


ARTICLE 4 


The cost of any work or services outside the United 
Kingdom which is provided for in any contract shall not 
when added to the cost of such work and services provided 
for in all other contemplated contracts exceed a moderate 
proportion of the total value of all the contracts as agreed 
with the Department from time to time, and if the Depart- 
ment be required to give guarantees in connection with the 
cost of any work or services outside the United Kingdom 
the contract or contracts concerned shall be subject to 
approval by the Department. 


ARTICLE 5 


The Turkish Government being desirous of utilising the 
facilities provided under this Agreement to the best possible 
advantage and of obtaining the most favourable conditions 
as to price, delivery and technical requirements by adapting 
their contracts to British engineering methods and practice, 
intend wherever possible to employ in a consultative 
capacity engineers of standing and repute in the United 
Kingdom. If in any particular case the said Government 
shall not desire to employ any such engineers, it will con- 
sult with the Department. It is nevertheless understood 
that in every case the final decision shall rest with the 
Turkish Government. 


ARTICLE 6 


In order to facilitate the work of the purchasers in Turkey 
in their dealings with manufacturers or contractors in the 
United Kingdom the company which is to be constituted in 
accordance with Article 1 of Part II of this Agreement 
shall be kept generally informed by the Turkish Ministry 
of National Economy or such other body as the Turkish 
Government may appoint under Article 2 of this Part 
of this Agreement of the programme of the purchases and 
provided with such other information as will enable it to 
act as an efficient liaison between the proposed purchasers 
in Turkey and the suppliers in the United Kingdom, 


ARTICLE 7 


Every contract shall provide for inspection (and where 
practicable acceptance) in the United Kingdom by the 
Purchaser or a person duly authorised on his behalf of all 
goods before shipment. 


ARTICLE 8 


Every contract shall provide for terms of payment and 
other general conditions being, so far as possible, those 
normal for the trade or industry concerned. 


ARTICLE 9 


Every contract shall provide that if any dispute or 
difference of opinion shall arise between the Purchaser and 
the Contractor as to the construction and interpretation 
of the contract or as to the fulfilment or non-fulfilment of

any obligation of the Purchaser or the Contractor there. 
under or as to any other matter whatever arising out of 
or in consequence of the contract, then the Purchaser and 
the Contractor shall endeavour to settle such difference of 
opinion or dispute by friendly co-operation. If, however, 
such endeavour shall be made and should prove ineffectiyg 
either party may by notice in writing to the other require 
that the dispute or difference of opinion or the matter cop. 
cerned shall be referred to arbitration. The procedure shal] 
be as follows: Each side shall appoint one arbitrator and in 
the event of such arbitrators being unable to reach agree. 
ment an Umpire shall be appointed by common accord or 
failing such accord the President of the Federal Court of 
the Swiss Republic shall forthwith be invited to appoint 
an Umpire and should he decline the Turkish Government 
and the Department shall agree by whom the Umpire shall 
be appointed. The decision of two out of the three mem- 
bers of the arbitration tribunal shall be conclusive and 
binding on both parties to the contract who shall undertake 
to give immediate effect thereto. 


ARTICLE 10 

Every contract shall provide that whether freight is to be 
paid by the purchaser or by the Contractor shipments shall 
(except in cases where a Turkish ship would be sailing from 
a port in the United Kingdom in ballast) be made in British 
bottoms whenever available at prevailing market rates 
and that in all cases insurance shall be placed with persons, 
firms or companies carrying on the business of insurance 
in the United Kingdom. 


ARTICLE 11 

Every contract shall provide for all purchases of Turkish 
currency by the Contractor in connection therewith to be 
made as required by the provisions of Article 2 of the Agree- 
ment between the Government of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland and the Turkish 
Government signed in London on 27 May 1938 (hereinafter 
called ‘‘ the Supplementary Agreement ’’), being an Agree- 
ment supplementary to an Agreement between the Govern- 
ment of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland and the Turkish Government respecting Trade and 
Clearing signed in London on 2 September 1936 (hereinafter 
called ‘‘the Clearing Agreement’’). 


Part 11.—THE SALE OF TURKISH COMMODITIES 


ARTICLE 1] 

There shall be a company incorporated in England under 
the Companies Act, 1929, with its principal place of business 
in London for the sale in the British Empire and in all 
foreign countries of the following commodities which are the 
produce of Turkey and for the disposal of the proceeds of 
the sale thereof in accordance with the provisions of this 
Part of this Agreement. The said commodities are metals, 
mineral ores and concentrates and coal (which are herein- 
after collectively referred to as ‘“‘ the principal commodi- 
ties ’’), and wheat, timber, raw cotton, fresh fruit and 
vegetables (other than nuts used as fruit), canned foods 
and such other products as may hereafter be agreed between 
the Department and the Turkish Government for the pur- 
pose (which are hereinafter collectively referred to as “‘ the 
secondary commodities ’’). 

The Turkish Government shall forthwith take all necessary 
steps to procure the formation and incorporation of the said 
company as aforesaid under the name ‘ Anglo-Turkish 
Commodities Ltd.” (which said company is hereinafter 
referred to as ‘“‘ the Company’’). The Memorandum and 
Articles of Association of the Company shall be subject to 
the approval of the Turkish Government and the Depart- 
ment and shall not be altered or added to without the like 
approval. 

In this Agreement the expression “ British Empire” 
includes any territory under the sovereignty, suzerainty, 
protection or mandate of His Majesty the King of Great 
Britain, Ireland and the British Dominions beyond the 
Seas, Emperor of India. 


ARTICLE 2 

The Board of Directors of the Company shall consist of— 

One director appointed by the Eti Bank, who shall be 
Chairman. 

One director appointed by the Department. 

One director (or such greater number of directors a8 
may be agreed between the Eti Bank and the Department) 
appointed by the Eti Bank and the Department jointly. 


The remuneration of the directors shall be subject to the 
approval of the Eti Bank and the Department. 
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ARTICLE 3 


The Accounts of the Company shall be audited by auditors 
approved by the Eti Bank and the Department and the Eti 
Bank and the Department shall each be entitled to examine 
all the documents and books of account of the Company at 
any time. 


ARTICLE 4 


The Turkish Government has supplied to the Department 
a programme of exports of metals, mineral ores and certain 
other products which it intends to export from 1940 
onwards to the British Empire and against foreign exchange 
freely convertible into sterling to foreign countries for the 
purpose of meeting its obligations under this Agreement. 
Tho Turkish Government shall carry out this programme 
and export during 1938 and 1939, and from 1940 onwards 
suflicient quantities of the principal commodities to meet 
its said obligations in priority to all other demands for 
export. The Turkish Government shall forthwith designate 
the authority which will be responsible for the co-ordination 
of the activities of the exporting organisations in Turkey 
concerned in the execution of the said programme. 


ARTICLE 5 


The Company shall be the sole agent of the Eti Bank for 
all sales in the British Empire. 


ARTICLE 6 


The Turkish Government shall, if and in so far as the 
proceeds of sale of the principal commodities and the 
secondary commodities effected by or through the Company 
shall be insufficient for the purpose, remit or cause to be 
remitted to the Company the proceeds of — 


(i) all sales of the principal commodities in the British 
Empire; and 

(ii) all sales in the United Kingdom of the secondary 
commodities excepting raw cotton; and 


(iii) all sales of the principal commodities effected by the 
Eti Bank and the Kémiir Satis Birligi in foreign 
countries against foreign exchange freely convert- 
ible into sterling ; 

ior the purpose of defraying the following charges as they 
become due : — . 

(A) The expenses of the Anglo-Turkish Comptoir Limited 
in so far as these have not been defrayed at the 
date when its assets are transferred to the Company 
and the expenses of the Company. 


(B) Amounts due in respect of Bills issued to H. A. 
Brassert and Company, Limited, in pursuance of 
their Contract with the Sumer Bank, Ankara, 
dated 1 December 1936. 

(C) Amounts due in respect of the Bills referred to in 
Part ILI of this Agreement which are endorsed by 
the Department as therein provided. 


ARTICLE 7 


The Company shall open at the Ottoman Bank, London, 
E.C.2, an account (hereinafter called ‘‘ the Company’s 
Account *) into which shall be paid in sterling : — 

(a) the proceeds of all sales of the principal commodities 

and the secondary commodities made by or through 
the Company; and 


(b) all monies remitted to the Company in accordance 
with Article 6 of this Part of this Agreement; and 

(c) the proceeds of the sale of figs and raisins in the 
United Kingdom in accordance with Article 4 (2) 
(ili) of the Supplementary Agreement. 


All monies paid into the Company’s account shall, subject 
to the provisions of Article 4 (2) (v) of the Supplementary 
Agreement, be used only for the purpose of defraying the 
charges mentioned in Article 6 of this Part of this Agree- 
nent or any of the other payments which by Article 4 (2) (iv) 
of the Supplementary Agreement the receipts of the Com- 
pany are to be exclusively used to defray. 


ARTICLE 8 


If at any time there shall be insufficient funds in the 
Company’s Account to defray the charges referred to in 
Article 6 of this Part of this Agreement the Turkish Govern- 
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ment shall forthwith make good the deficiency. The balance 
standing to the credit of the Company’s Account at the end 
of each period of twelve months commencing with the period 
beginning on 1 July 1938 shall, after allowing for any 
charges due, be dealt with in accordance with the provisions 
of the Supplementary Agreement. 


ARTICLE 9 


The Eti Bank shall keep in close touch with the Company, 
and in order to facilitate its sales shall from time to time 
inform the Company of the quality and quantity of the prin- 
cipal commodities available for export, and shall use its 
best endeavours to co-ordinate the activities of the Com- 
pany with those of its other agents. 


ARTICLE 10 


There shall be constituted a Committee to consist of the 
following persons. 
A person designated by the Turkish Government in 
each case; 
The Managing Director of the Eti Bank; 
A person designated by the British Government in 
each case; 
The General Manager of the Export Credits Guarantee 
Department ; 
to which shall be submitted 


(a) any difference between the Company and the Eti Bank 
or other Turkish administrative organisation con- 
cerned; and 

(b) any matter arising in connection with the business of 
the Company which the Department or the Turkish 
Government consider ought to be submitted to the 
Committee. 


Decisions of the Committee (which must be unanimous) on 
any difference or matter so submitted to it, shall be final 
and immediate steps shall be taken by the parties concerned 
to give effect thereto. 


ARTICLE 11 


The Department shall not be required to endorse any of 
the Bills referred to in Part III of this Agreement until the 
Anglo-Turkish Comptoir, Limited, shall have been 
liquidated, its assets and liabilities transferred to the Com- 
pany, and the Agreement between H. A. Brassert and Com- 
pany Limited and the Turkish Ministry of National 
Economy relating, inter alia, to the establishment of the 
Anglo-Turkish Comptoir Limited signed jn London on the 
29 September 1936, terminated as from the date on which 
the Company shall be incorporated. 


Part IlI.—GUARANTEES 


ARTICLE 1 


The Department will endorse and thereby guarantee 
Treasury Bills of the Turkish Government up to a total of 
£10 millions in respect of contracts to which this Agreement 
applies subject to the provisions of this Agreement. 


ARTICLE 2 


The Bills shall be issued by the Turkish Treasury in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Turkish Law and made payable 
as to principal and interest to bearer at the Ottoman Bank, 
London, E.C.2, or the London Branch of the Is Bankasi. 
Before any contracts are entered into the arrangements for 
the service of all these Bills shall be agreed with the 
Department. 


ARTICLE 3 


The Bills shall be expressed in sterling in sums of £1,000 
or multiples thereof, and shall be payable in accordance 
with a schedule which has been agreed between the Turkish 
Government and the Department. They are to carry 
interest at 54 per cent. per annum payable half-yearly. 
They shall be stamped at the expense of the Turkish 
Government. 


ARTICLE 4 


The Turkish Ministry of Finance or such other body as 
the Turkish Government may appoint for the purpose will 
from time to time present to the Department for endorse- 
ment Bills to an amount approximately equal to the total 
of payments falling due in the near future as set out in a 
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list to be supplied by the said Turkish Ministry or other 
body appointed as aforesaid to the Department based upon 
the contracts recognised by the Department as being con- 
tracts to which this Agreement applies. Subject to the 
provisions of this Part of this Agreement the tenor of the 
bills to be presented for endorsement at any time shall, sub- 
ject to the terms of the schedule mentioned in Article 3 of 
this Part of this Agreement, be decided by the Department. 


ARTICLE 5 


Within two weeks of the presentation of the Bills to the 
Department for endorsement and subject to the provisions 
of this Agreement being complied with the Department will 
endorse the Bills both as to principal and interest and will 
arrange for their sale and out of the proceeds to pay into a 
Special Account opened in favour of the Turkish Ministry 
of Finance at the Ottoman Bank, London, E.C.2, sums 
equal in the aggregate to the total face value of the Bills so 
endorsed (excluding interest). The money in this Special 
Account shall be subject to withdrawal only for payments 
included in schedules certified by the Turkish Ministry of 
Finance and countersigned by the Department which said 
schedule when so certified and countersigned shall be for- 
warded to the said Bank by the Department. Any excess 
of the proceeds of sale of the Bills over their face value 
will be at the sole disposal of the Department who will be 
responsible for any costs incurred in connection with the 
sale. 


ARTICLE 6 


If any balance shall be left in the said Special Account 
after all payments have been made in respect of contracts 
to which this Agreement applies entered into not later than 
the date by which contracts have in accordance with 
Article 1 of Part I of this Agreement to be made, the 
Turkish Ministry of National Economy shall within three 
months thereafter enter into further contracts sufficient 
to exhaust that balance and this Agreement shall apply to 
such further contracts as it applies to the first-mentioned 
contracts. 

ARTICLE 7 

If in connection with any contract the Department shall 
be required to guarantee Bills for payments falling due in 
respect of work or services outside the United Kingdom 
such guarantee shall in no case exceed 334 per cent. of the 
price of the goods in respect of which the guarantees are 
given included in the contract and it shall be a condition 
precedent to the giving of such guarantee that all Turkish 
currency that the Contractor shall have purchased for the 
purposes of the contract shall have been purchased in the 
manner in which such purchases are required to be made 
by Article 2 of the Supplementary Agreement and that the 
Contractor shall have undertaken to make all further pur- 
chases of such currency for those purposes in that manner.

ITALY—SIAM 


NEW TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP, COMMERCE 
AND NAVIGATION 


The Board of Trade are informed that ratifications of the 
new Treaty of Friendship, Commerce and Navigation 
between Italy and Siam, which was signed on 3 December 
1937, were exchanged at Bangkok on 17 May. The new 
Treaty, which replaces the Treaty of 9 May 1926, came into 
force immediately on the exchange of ratifications and will 
continue in force for an initial period of five years, and 
thereafter subject to denunciation at twelve months’ notice. 


The Treaty provides generally for reciprocal freedom and 


unconditional most-favoured-nation treatment in matters 
of commerce, industry and navigation. 
Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded, inter alia, 


in respect of import and export duties, and national and 
most-favoured-nation treatment in regard to internal 
charges or taxes, and Customs formalities. 


National and most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded 
in all that relates to navigation and the treatment of vessels, 
passengers and cargoes, but shall not be applicable to the 
coasting trade; to subsidies to the merchant marine; 
national fisheries; nor to the exercise of maritime service in 
ports, bays and shores. The maritime service embraces tow- 
ing, assistance and salvage of life, ships and cargoes.

The High Commissioner for Australia has been advised

The Order at (2) revokes the original Quota Order on coal, 
culm, shale and slack. As from 19 May 1938 such goods 
will be admitted to Eire free of quantitative restriction. 


The Order at (3) (which relates to marble chips and 
chippings) appoints the period 1 July to 31 December 1938 
as the ‘‘Sixth Quota Period’’ under the original Order 
and fixes the quota for that period at 500 cwts. 


The Order at (4) (which relates to certain electric lamps) 
excludes from the scope of the original Quota Order, as 
from 19 May 1938, any electric lamp which is :— 


(a) Imported as part of the normal equipment of a

ARGENTINA 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING TRADE IN 
DANGEROUS DRUGS 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Buenos 
Aires has forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of a 
Decree, dated 19 February, which regulates traffic in 
dangerous drugs such as opium, cocaine, morphine, etc., in 
Argentina. 

A copy of the Decree, and a translation of the Articles 
affecting the import and export trade, may be seen, by 
persons interested, at the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. 


CHINA 
NORTH CHINA CUSTOMS TARIFF 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal’’ of 3 March (pages 317-318), the Board of Trade 
have been informed that as from 1 June a revised Customs 
import tariff will be enforced in North China. The new 
rates are based on the 1931 import tariff, converted to the 
metric system, modified by the tariff rates enforced on 
22 January wherever such rates are lower. 

The levy of duties on goods imported from and exported 
to Manchuria, and the levy of Relief Surtax of 5 per cent. 
of the Customs duties instituted on 22 January, will remain 
in force. 


DENMARK 


IMPORTATION OF FOOTWEAR 
INCORPORATING LEATHER SUBSTITUTES 


H.M. Representative at Copenhagen has forwarded trans- 
lation of the new Danish Footwear Law, operative as from 
1 May 1938, governing the use of leather substitutes in 
footwear made in or imported into Denmark. 

Following is a translation of the Law: 


Law No. 93 oF 31 Marcu 1938 
Section 1 


It is prohibited to import into Danish Customs territory 
on a commercial scale or manufacture for use in Denmark : 


(i) Footwear, in the manufacture of which cardboard 
or paper has been used. 

(ii) Footwear, in the manufacture of which artificial 
leather, artificial leather board or chemically pre- 
pared fibre board has been used, unless these 
materials have been used 


(1) for bottom filling, shank or strengthening 
of the insole under heel and toe; 


(2) in the heel, but not nearer to the tread on 
the heel than 12 m.m. on gentlemen’s footwear 
and 16 m.m. on ladies’ footwear. 


If proposed by a majority of the committee mentioned 
in Section 6, the Minister for Trade, Industry and Shipping 
is further authorised to prohibit the import into Danish 
Customs territory and the manufacture commercially for 
use in Denmark of footwear containing material of a quality 
inferior to those mentioned under (ii) to a greater extent 
than prescribed under (1) and (2). 


Section 2 


The importer must either show the Customs authorities 
invoices endorsed by the manufacturer with a declaration 
that the consignment does not contain footwear of which 
the importation is prohibited under Section 1, or make such 
a declaration himself. 


Section 3 


Footwear manufactured in Denmark commercially for 
the home market must, when it is delivered from the factory, 
be marked in a distinct and durable manner either with 
the manufacturer’s or dealer’s registered trade mark or with 
the name and domicile of the firm or with the distinguishing 
mark allotted to the firm by the committee mentioned in 
Section 6. 
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Footwear which is imported into Danish Customs terrj- 
tory must, when the goods are cleared, be marked in a dis. 
tinct and durable manner with the word ‘ Udenlandsk” 
(meaning foreign), and either with the importer’s name and 
domicile or with the distinguishing mark allotted him by 
the committee mentioned in Section 6. . 

In footwear with Jeather soles the distinguishing mark 
must be placed externally in the shank near the heel. In 
footwear with rubber soles the mark can be made either by 
incision or vuleanising in the shank on the inside or outside 
or by stamping with coloured printing ink in a conspicuous 
place. 

On footwear with leather soles the word ‘‘ Udenlandsk ” 
must always be placed on the outside of the outer sole. 
Footwear with rubber soles can be marked with the word 
in a similar manner to that prescribed for the distinguish. 
ing mark. 

If proposed by a majority of the committee mentioned in 
Section 6, the Minister for Commerce, Industry and Ship- 
ping is authorised to prescribe that outer soles in the pre- 
paration of which material is used that can be mistaken for 
leather must bear an indication of the material used. 

The marking mentioned in this section must be carried 
out by means of figures and letters at least 4 mm. high. 


Section 4 
Footwear which must be marked in accordance with the 
regulations of this law must not be sold or distributed in 
Denmark before being marked as prescribed in Section 3. 


Section 5 
The following are exempted from the present law: 
Children’s footwear not exceeding 18 cm. in length. 
Footwear with uppers of textile material. 
Straw footwear. 
Wooden footwear. 
Footwear made wholly of rubber, with or without lining, 
as well as galoches and galoche boots. 


Section 6 

After consulting a committee, to be appointed by the 
Minister for Commerce, Industry and Shipping, the chair- 
man of which shall be nominated by the Minister and which 
consists of a representative of the Customs authorities, four 
representatives of the footwear industry, both workers and 
employers, and four representatives of the footwear trade, 
the Minister can make further exceptions from the provi- 
sions in Section 1-4—both for single consignments and for 
categories of footwear—especially as regards footwear for 
indoor use. Such footwear imported into Danish Customs 
territory must, however, be marked with the word 
‘“* Udenlandsk.”’ 


Section 7 
Infringements or attempts to infringe the regulations in 
this law are punishable by fines and the goods can be con- 
fiscated. The fines accrue to the Treasury. Such cases are 
treated as police cases. 
Section 8 
This law, which has no effect in the Faroe Islands, comes 


into force on 1 May 1938 and remains in force until the end 
of April 1941. 





Following is a translation of a Decree issued in connection 
with the above Law :— 


Decree REGARDING THE MARKING OF THE OUTER SOLES 
or FoorTweEar 


With reference to Section 3 of Law No. 93 of 31 March 
1938, regarding footwear, the following stipulation is made: 


Section 1 

Footwear with outer soles in the preparation of which 
material is used which contains rubber and which can be 
mistaken for leather must only be sold or distributed in 
Denmark when the sole is distinctly marked with the word 
‘‘Gummiblanding ’’ (meaning rubber mixture). 

Similar marking must be made when such outer soles are 
affixed in the course of repairs. 

The mark must be made on the outside of the sole with 
letters at least 4 mm. high. 


Section 2 
This Decree comes into force on 1 August 1938. 
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DENMARK—Continued 

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 

With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal”’ of 13 January 1938 (pages 
58-63), the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at 
Copenhagen reports that, as from 3 June 1938, the following 
goods have been transferred from the list of goods subject 
to import licence restrictions in Denmark to the ‘“ free ”’

EGYPT 
SURTAX ON IMPORTED GOODS 
H.M. Ambassador at Cairo reports by telegraph that by 
a Decree of 2 June the Customs surtax levied on all goods 
imported into Egypt has been increased from 2 per cent. 
ad valorem to 3 per cent, ad valorem as from 2 June. 


GREECE 
IMPORT OF CERTAIN RAW MATERIALS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
has forwarded a translation of a Ministerial Decree (No. 
1744), dated 14 April 1938, which provides for the addition 
to those classes of raw materials which may be imported 
into Greece against temporary deposit of Customs duty and 
other charges for the purpose of the manufacture of certain 
articles intended for re-export (see the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ”’ of 23 August 1934, page 323) of the following : — 

(a) Rolled or drawn iron, unwrought, as it leaves the 
mills, in bars or sheets (Tariff item 62 (a) ) for the 
manufacture of pins and screws intended for 
export. 

(b) Malleable iron, unwrought, in bars (ex Tariff item 
62 (a) ) and zinc in blocks or pigs (Tariff item 111) 
for the manufacture of : 

1. Iron wire, plain, not galvanised. 
2. Iron wire, plain, galvanised. 

3. Barbed wire, not galvanised. 

4, Barbed wire, galvanised. 


The duty deposited in respect of the materials mentioned 
above will be refunded on the export of the goods within 
a period of one year following the importation of the raw 
material, which will be only effected through certain ports.

CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


With reference to the notice which appeared under the 
above heading in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 26 May 
1938 (page 742), the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Lega- 
tion at Athens has forwarded a translation of Ministerial 
Decree No. 28934, dated 14 April 1938, which provides that 
the conventional rates of Customs duty on wool (er Tariff 
item 233) shall also be applied to wool of Uruguayan origin 
imported into Greece by Greek industrialists for their own 
use, and within the limits of their import quotas. 


ITALY 
INSTITUTION OF A FREE ZONE IN THE PORT 
OF GENOA 

The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) of 6 May contains a 
Royal Decree Law of 1 March which provides for the insti- 
tution of a free zone in the port of Genoa. Article 3 of 
the Decree provides that a Ministerial Decree, to be issued 
later, will bring the free zone into being when the necessary 
preparatory work has been carried out. 

Articles 7, 8 and 11 give particulars of the Customs régime 
to be observed in the free zone and the formalities to be 
complied with by the masters of ships calling there. The 
zone is regarded as being outside Customs territory and, 
with certain exceptions, all operations connected with the 
landing, loading, transhipment, etc., of merchandise (both 
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foreign and national) can be carried out within those 
boundaries free from Customs restrictions. 

The exemption from duty operating in a free zone régime 
does not apply to the use and consumption of foreign goods, 
and in any case is not applicable to the following : — 

(a) Materials used by public and private concerns in 
their equipment or current operation. 

(b) Building and road-making materials of all kinds. 

(c) Equipment and furniture for offices and private 
dwellings. 


(d) Foodstuffs and beverages.

NIGERIA AND GOLD COAST TEXTILE 
QUOTAS 


The following Press Notice was issued by the

‘“‘ The following announcement is made in regard to 
the quotas for cotton and artificial silk piece-goods 
imported into Nigeria and the Gold Coast, which will 
operate after the expiration of the present quota period 
on 30 June 1938. 

‘“ The new quota period will be for one year begin- 
ning on 1 July. : 

“The quotas for cotton piece-goods in Nigeria will 
be calculated on the basis of actual imports in 1935 
plus 50 per cent. and those for cotton piece-goods and 
cotton towels in the Gold Coast on the basis of actual 
imports in 19385. 

“The quotas for artificial silk piece-goods in both 
Nigeria and the Gold Coast, which as from the begin- 
ning of the next quota period will again include artifi- 
cial silk plushes, will be based on actual imports of 
these goods in 1937. (Plushes containing not less than 
20 per cent. and not more than 60 per cent. of artificial 
silk were exempted from quota with effect from 
22 July 1937.) 


** Licences for the importation of these goods into 
Nigeria and the Gold Coast will be issued on the basis 
of the use made by the licensees of their licences for 
the current quota period. A reserve of 10 per cent. of 
each quota will, however, be retained for allocation at 
the discretion of the Comptroller of Customs to new- 
comers and special cases.”’

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender ; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms ; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations, 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices ; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having overseas agents to notify 
the respective overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35 Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1, as the information required is frequently 
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already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 


When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 


(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 


(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 


(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees in connection with the export to any country 
of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees may 
be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or com- 
pany carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and the 
goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 


These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
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whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of cop. 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five years 
by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities. or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees. :
